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FY 2009 Foreign Assistance Goals 



The Bureau of Political-Military Affairs' (PM) foreign assistance goals all focus on achieving the 
Peace and Security objective by building the capability of recipient countries to fight alongside of 
and, whenever possible in lieu of, U.S. troops in peacekeeping, coalition, and counterterrorist 
operations; and by countering the destructive effects of conventional weapons. The Bureau does 
this primarily through training and equipping foreign military forces for peacekeeping, coalition, and 
counterterrorist operations. 



Peace and Security 

The Global Peace Operations Initiative (GPOI) began in 2005 to help address major gaps in 
international capacity to conduct peace support operations (PSOs), with a focus on Africa. Such 
gaps include a shortage of capable peacekeepers and formed police units, limited national capabilities 
to train and sustain peacekeeping proficiencies, and a lack of international coordination mechanisms 
to assist the deployment of troop and police contingents to PSOs. Toward this end, in FY 2009, 
U.S. Government (USG) assistance: 

• Trained 32,966 peacekeepers from 61 countries 

• Facilitated the deployment of 28,500 peacekeepers from 20 countries to 9 peacekeeping 
operations around the world 

• Partially funded the Center of Excellence for Stability Police Units, a GPOI-supported 
international training center in Vicenza, Italy, which trained approximately 256 stability 
police trainer-graduates from 10 countries during 4 rounds of courses

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Highlights of FY 2009 Accomplishments 



The Trans Sahara Counterterrorism Partnership (TSCTP) program is a multifaceted, multi-year 
initiative aimed at defeating terrorist organizations by strengthening regional counterterrorism 
capabilities to withstand the challenge posed by terrorist groups in the trans Sahara region (West and 
North Africa), and to facilitate cooperation among U.S. regional partners in their efforts to combat 
terrorism. PM's PSO funds support the military capacity-building component of the broader 
TSCTP effort. In FY 2009, USG assistance: 

• Conducted 2 regional military intelligence basic officer courses that trained 56 students from 
7 TSCTP partner countries over two 12-week periods 

• Conducted 4 regional Civil Military Operations courses training 97 students from across the 
TSCTP partner nations 

The Conventional Weapons Destruction (CWD) program develops, implements, and monitors 
programs to address the security challenges and harmful humanitarian effects caused by the illicit 
proliferation of conventional weapons of war, and the existence of public hazards from such 
weapons. The weapons addressed through the CWD program include, but are not limited to 
landmines, unexploded ordnance, abandoned ordnance, man-portable air-defense systems, and other 
small arms and light weapons. The focus of the CWD program is three-fold: to curb the illicit 
trafficking, availability, and indiscriminate use of conventional weapons of war that fuel regional and 
internal instability; to pursue and help manage post-conflict cleanup of such weapons in areas 
needed for civilian use; and to engage civil society to broaden support for U.S. efforts and enhance 
U.S. influence. In FY 2009, USG assistance: 

• Initiated several high profile conventional munitions projects (e.g., Afghanistan, Sri Lanka), 
and emergency response programs (e.g. Lebanon) 

• Provided funding to sustain humanitarian demining efforts (e.g., Cambodia, Laos) 

• Deployed Quick Reaction Forces to respond to conventional weapons destruction 
emergencies in Bulgaria, Tanzania, and Cyprus 

• Supported the International Trust Fund for Humanitarian Demining in the Balkans, which 
ran over 100 weapons destruction projects across that war-torn region 
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
